Ordinance *, And laftly. it is Ordained by the authority 
aforefaid,that all and every.perfon and perfons that fhall. 
z6t or doe anything byvertue of this Ordinance, fhall 
befavedharmleffeandlndemgnified by Authority of 
Parliament.
